Upon YYedneſaay,theDean gave my Zordanother Vis 
fit, when taking tor granted, that his Zordſbip continu- 
ed in his Late Reſolution,he entertain'd him only with 
Preparatory Diſcourſes toward the fitting of him for a 
better Life. 

Upon Fridsy Morxing, the Dean Adminiſtred to my 
Zerd the HolySacrament having previouſly Receiv'd ſuch 
SatisfaQtion from him, as the Occaſion and the Duty Re- 
quir'd. But afterwards, Mr. Dean finding him waver- 
ing, went his way : And about five or fix in the Evening 
brought him a Zezter, which was excellently well Ac- 
commodated and very pertinently Applyed to the-point 
in Queſtion. The Dean Deliver'd the Letter to my Lord 
and Diſcours'd at large upon it, Earneftly beſceching him 
ro Bethiok himſelf, how much it concern'd him not to 
leave the World under ſo dangerous a Miſtake, but my 
Lora ſeemed much colder now, than before the Dean 
however preſſing him to Enter intoa ftrit and ſevere 
Examination of himſelf,and ſo he departed, leaving the 
Lexrer in his Zordſhip*s hand.
